AYAH PHILLIPS, a 1956 grad­ 
uate of H arrisburg Township high 
school who is attending the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois, wrote an ex­

“ Since the Supreme Court de­ 
cision in 1955, much has been w rit­ 
ten, said, and done about the in­ 
tegration of the Negro pupil into 
the white school. 
Much of the up­ 
ro ar has been political, some has 
bomi spiritual, but most has been 
prejudicial. 
“ Man is a creature of prejudice. 
Much of this prejudice is a m ani­ 
festation of his inborn egotism. 
His religion is the right one, his 
color is the superior one, his poli­ 
tics are the soundest. 
This pre­ 
judice is right and good to a cer­ 
tain extent. 
Man should be proud 
of his beliefs; he should be proud 
of his race; he should be proud 
of his political affiliations. 
How­ 
ever, when this pride mushrooms 
into such proportions as to exclude 
respect for another man of differ­ 
ent beliefs, it is no longer righteous 
pride, But selfish, simple prejudice. 
“ It is this sam e prejudice which 
has created the furor about inte­ 
gration. 
This prejudice has no 
place in the modern, dem ocratic 
United States. In Clinton, Tennes 
•e t, and in Mayfield, Texas, Ne­ 
groes were forcibly excluded from 
white schools. 
Is this true de­ 
m ocracy? 
Is this a portrayal of 
our belief that all men are created 
equal? 


“ The Negro has always been in 
disfavor in all the United States, 
although 
particularly 
so in the 
South, where the first slaves were 
brought in the seventeenth cen­ 
tury. 
In touring the South, one 
m ay see this disfavor exemplified 
in the tiny, 
filthy, 
dilapidated 
shacks which many Negroes call 
home. This disfavor may be seen 
exemplified in the North by the 
exclusion of the Negro from cer* 


Muddy Installing Street Lights 


In Step to Halt Village Decline 


Mayor John Molinarolo of Muddy 
and his son, Johri Molinarolo Jr., 
are taking steps to head off the 
decline of the village. 
Right now the village, incorpo­ 
rated only a short time ago, is in­ 
stalling street lights and other im­ 
provements appear to be in the 
offing. 
Being erected by Central Illi­ 
nois Public Service linemen are ten 
teardrop design street lights sus­ 
pended from steel arched arms. 
This is part of a street-lighting pro­ 
gram which the village board hopes 
will grow to 20 or 30 lights eventu­ 
ally.

that Muddy soon will have its wa­ 
ter mains, street lights, hard-sur­ 
faced streets, which in turn will 
make the property here more rent­ 
able and in turn boost business, 
school enrollment, post office re­ 
ceipts and thus make a more se­ 
cure future for the community.”
